“But ye shall receive power after the Holy Ghost is come upon you . 


The apostolic life abounds in 
suggestions of power. It is not 
cnly that there is power in some 
particular direction; there is basal 
executive force which gives im- 
petus to everything. The life is 
filled with “go” and “drive” and 
strength of character and conduct. 
Power resides behind every facul- 
ty, and every disposition, and 
every form of service. 

The life is efficient and effec- 
tive. It is as though a man had 
a fine equipment of tools, but his 
hand is weak and trembling, and 
suddenly there is given to him a 
mighty strength of grip, and he is 
able to seize upon every tool and 
make it accomplish its appointed 
purpose. “Ye shall- receive power 
after the Holy Ghost is come upon 
you,” and that energy empowered 
everything, and gave intensity 
and strength in every exercise of 
the apostles’ life. 


Let us look at one or two direc- 
tions in which this holy power 
was revealed. 


Power With God Is Promised 


The apostolic life was distin- 
guished by the strength of its re- 
lationship to God. It was powerful 
in its ability to believe. We can 
do nothing more vital to any man 
than to encourage and strengthen 
his finest faith. When our faith 
in the Highest is limp and un- 
certain, everything lacks assur- 
ance. When there is lameness in 
the movements of the spirit, our 
conduct can never be firm. And 
therefore did the Holy Spirit en- 
ergize the early apostles in their 
supreme relationships and stead- 
ied them in their faith. 


Now, faith is, first of all, an at- 
titude and then an act. It is pri- 
marily a spiritual posture which 
reveals itself in moral obedience. 
And to be rich in faith is_to pos- 
sess a poise of soul which steadily 
contemplates and rests in the love 
of God, in sunshine and in shower, 
and through all the changing sea- 
sons and temperatures of our 
years. When the soul is' thus 
quietly steadied in this spiritual 
assurance, its faith is expressed 
in manifold holy ministries of hope 
and love. This ability of faith is 
one of the radiant characteristics 
of the early Church, and it was 
the creation of the Holy Ghost, 


Power to Resist Satan 


But just as apostolic life was 
empowered in its relationship to 
God, so was it quietly empowered 
in its resistances to the enemy of 
God. There are two phrases used 
by the Apostle Paul, in which this 
sovereign ability is described, 
“able to stand against the wiles of 
the devil” (Eph. 6:11), “able to 
quench all the fiery darts of the 
wicked” (Eph. 6:16). I do~ not 
know any third way in which the 
enemy of God approaches the souls 
of men. He draws near to us in 
wiles, he dresses himself in all 
kinds of flattering guises, he ex- 
ercises himself in deceitful mimi- 
cries, he.uses glosses innumerable. 
He disguises the ugly by throwing 
about it a seductive limelight. He 
hides his destructiveness in bow- 
ers of roses. 


The Boers (rebelling against 
Britain in South Africa) used -to 
send their ammunition about in 
piano cases; and this is a fitting 
symbol of many of the stratagems 
of our foe. He comes to us as an 
angel of light, hiding the light-

fascinating, while the narrow way 
often appears repellent. The en-

The progressive teaching of the 
whole Bible moves toward the ful- 
fillment of God’s purposes in 
Christ to give to us SO GREAT 
A SALVATION.

Courses Offered 


The course of study at Midwest- 
ern Baptist Schools follows the 
pattern of that normally offered 
in a liberal arts college. But the 
schools are primarily interested in 
religious training and use courses 
in English, speech, history, and 
the sciences merely as a_back- 
eround for their Christian train- 
ing. The four-year course which 
leads to the Bachelor of Bible de- 
gree requires the basic liberal arts 
courses plus a heavy concentra- 
tion in Bible exposition, foreign 
language, and theology. 

The Bachelor of Religious Edu- 
eation degree is offered on the 
successful completion of four years 
of study in the basic liberal arts 
with a strong emphasis on Bible 
and practical Christian work 
courses. For this degree no foreign 
language is required, but eight 
hours of speech is given and ten 
hours of specialized Sunday School 
administration and church organi- 
zation and administration courses 
are part of the requirements. 

A number of music courses are 
offered together with a good 
selection of business courses. Of 
interest especially to young men 
are three courses in flying offered 
at the schools. 


Academic Status 


Although Midwestern Baptist 
Schools do not come under the 
jurisdiction of the Michigan State 
Board of Education in so far as 
the degree-granting privileges are 
concerned, yet the schools have 
high educational standards. The

The Supreme Sacrifice 


A 32-year-old Fort Erie, On- 

tario, oilman is alive today be- 
cause of his father’s loving sacri- 
fice. The two were on an offshore 
rig in Lake Erie when a terrible 
storm sent fourteen-foot waves 
crashing against the $75,000 rig 
the father had built with his life 
savings. When it became certain 
that the rig was breaking up, the 
father insisted his son take the 
only life ring they possessed. After 
an argument about which one 
would use it, the father grabbed 
a piece of rope and threw the ring 
over his son’s head. 
« The son later quoted him as say- 
ing: “Just get into this and listen. 
Tell your mother not to worry. 
This is the only way it could be. 
I am old and you are young. Don’t 
any of you worry about me. I am 
in God’s hands.” The father, Clar- 
ence Montgomery, then pushed his 
son Blake off the rig. After being 
battered for six hours in the 
raging lake, the younger Mont- 
gomery was washed ashore. The 
father was drowned. 

That was love in action! Yet 
the father did not have many 
years of a normal life span left 
and, faced realistically, from the 
human point of view, the sacrifice 
he made was not so tremendous 
after all. Especially is this true 
when it is contrasted with Calvary 
where our Saviour manifested His 
love for sinners. In its light, Mont- 
gomery’s action becomes almost 
insignificant. Jesus Christ came all 
the way from Heaven’s glory. to 
the curse and condemnation of 
Golgotha’s Hell. First John 3:16 
states it simply and _ sweetly: 
“Hereby perceive we the love of 
God, because he laid down his life

Good Samaritan Shot, 
Hospitalized 


A 26-year-old man in Detroit, 
Claude Caffee, saw a 22-year-old 
woman, Miss Denise Taylor, strug- 
gling with a man in an alley. He 
charged to her rescue and began 
wrestling with the man. Another 
passer-by, James Lilly, joined the 
fray and clobbered the supposed 
molester with a sledge hammer. 
The unknown man then pulled a 
gun and fired four times, hitting 
Caffee once in the chest. Lilly 
took the gun away from the man 
and chased him out of the alley 
just as a squad of policemen ar- 
rived. 

Caffee was taken to a hospital 
and Lilly to the police station, both 
with charges of felonious assault 
hanging over their head. It seems 
that the man they had been fight- 
ing was a plain-clothes policeman 
trying to arrest Miss Taylor. In 
his hospital bed, the wounded Caf- 
fee moaned, “I only wanted to help 
her.” 

Caffee and Lilly were both sin- 
cere in their gallant efforts, but 
in this particular case they were 
sincerely wrong. Actually they 
were obstructing justice and aid- 
ing a law-breaker, although they 
were not aware of it at the time. 
Their sincerity did not help them— 
or anyone else, for that matter. 
In like manner, the Word of God 
declares, “There is a way which 
seemeth right unto a man, but 
the end thereof are the ways of 
death’ (Prov. 14:12). Sincerity, 
while a noble virtue desired by all, 
does not help unless you are roght.

Who’s Responsible? 


Some time ago a San Jose, 
California, taxpayer shocked the 
residents of his state when he filed 


a $200,000 negligence suit against 


the .California Motor Vehicle au-, 
thorities. His suit charged that 
the bureau was negligent when it 
granted him a driver’s license. He 
stated that since he had been ar- 
rested three times for drunken 
driving and that later his licerise 
had been revoked permanently be- 
cause of an accident, the Motor 
Vehicle authorities should have 
known he was incompetent and 
rejected his application. It is very 
doubtful that his claim will be 
recognized since it is impossible, 
legally, to ignore your own respon- 
sibility when you blame another 
party, especially if you began the 
circumstances around which the 
complaint centers. 


As ridiculous as the above 
sounds, many intelligent people ex- 
pect to follow the same line of 
logic when they present their case 
at the Court of Heaven. Apparent- 
ly they plan their defense of 
Christ-rejection to center around 
the failure of others—hypocrites 
in the church, no one ever told 
them, wrongs (real and fancied) 
inflicted upon them by church peo- 
ple, and scores of other things of 
kindred nature. However, Romans 
14:12 warns mankind, “So then 
every one of us shall give account 
of himself to God.” There will be 
no “passing-the-buck” at that 
time. Each individual who fails to 
trust Christ will give an account 
personally and the responsibility of 
his rejection will be his own!

A Correction 


In the sermon, ‘Mother, Home, 
Heaven,” printed May 1, 1959, 
Sam Jones said: 


“I say to you all this morn- 
ing, if you will take the Bible, 
and the preacher, and _ the 
church, and all means of grace, 
and put them all on this side 
of me, and put my good mother 
on this other side, and ask me: 
‘Which will you take, and en- 
deavor to make your way to 
God the most successfully?’ I 
believe I’d say, ‘Take the 
preachers, and the Bibles, and 
all other means of grace away 
from me, but leave me my good 
mother, for I believe she will 
succeed in carrying me to Heav- 
en.’ ”’ 


We understood Sam Jones to 
mean that as a means of grace, in 
her direct influence to get Sam 
Jones, his mother had more to do 
with his salvation than his read- 
ing the Bible, or attending church, 
or hearing preachers. And a moth- 
er might have had more influence 
than any preacher or teacher. A 
mother’s counsel might have had 
more influence than any sermon. 
But that would mean, of course, 
that the mother would give the 
Gospel to her son better than the 
preacher did. There is no way for 
anybody to be saved without the 
Gospel, It takes the supernatural 
power of God:to save a soul, no 
matter what human _ influence 
God uses to make the impact of 
the Gospel and the Holy Spirit 
upon the sinner.

4. He can be saved this minute 
simply by believing on Jesus and 
receiving Him as Saviour. To be- 
lieve on Jesus means to depend on

“If We Neglect So Great Salvation”

FROM A SO GREAT DAMNA- 
TION AND FINALLY ENTER A 
SO GREAT HABITATION, even 
Heaven itself! 

God in His infinite love and 
mercy purposed from all eternity. 
how He would save mankind from 
sin. “He hath chosen us in Him 
before the foundation of the 
world” (Eph. 1:4). From John 
3:16 stem all the other great 
doctrines of the Bible. Without 
the love of God such doctrines 
would never have been known by 
the children of men. 


God purposed through His Son’s 
death to bring in His everlasting 
purpose in salvation. In this plan, 
God sent His Son to die upon 
the cross for us. “For when we 
were yet without strength, in due 
time Christ died for the ungodly” 
(Rom. 5:6). 


God the Father loved His Son, 
but He loved humanity so much 
that He gave His only begotten 
Son to die a shameful death upon 
the cross for us. This love of God 
has a rescuing power. It can 
rescue sinners which have become 
enemies of God, causing them to 
be pardoned, forgiven, cleansed 
from all sin, and to be reconciled 
to God the Father, even through 
Christ the Son. 

The love of God also has a re- 
deeming power. He has brought 
the sinner back from the domin- 
ion of sin and from a fallen con- 
dition in which he finds himself. 

A man fell into a well near Sauk 
Center, Minnesota. Scores of men 
labored for many hours to dig 
down to him so that they finally 
could rescue him. They did not 
count any effort too great or too 
long. God reached down to man- 
kind, redeeming them through 
Jesus Christ, His Son, who 
brought redemption to pass upon 
the cross of Calvary. 

The love of God makes possible 
the reconciliation of the sinner 
unto God. Man is at enmity with 
God; he is not subject to the will 
af God, nor can he be until he is 
reconciled by the death of His 
Son. “God was in Christ, reconcil- 
ing the world unto himself, not 
imputing their trespasses unto 
them; and hath committed unto 
us the word of reconciliation. Now 
then we are ambassadors for 
Christ, as though God did beseech 
you by us: we pray you in Christ’s 
stead, be ye reconciled to God” 
(II Cor. 5:19, 20). 

A father and his son had a ser- 
ious quarrel. The father said, “Son, 
you can leave home and don’t 
come back until I ask you!” 

“All right, Father, Ill leave 
home and I'll not come back until 
you ask me!” 

For years the son was away, 
and there was no sign of any for- 
giveness or reconciliation. The son 
was not repenting of his sin in 
the whole matter. Suddenly the 
mother became very ill, and her 
condition became very critical. 
One day her husband asked her, 
“Is there something I can do for 
you?” 

“Yes,” she replied, “will you 
telegraph my boy to come home?” 

“No, I cannot do that,’ he re- 
plied. 

But the mother had a way, and 
someone else telegraphed her boy, 
“Your mother is seriously ill and 
may not live. Come as soon as 
you can.” 

The son arrived and stood on 
one side of the bed and the fa- 
ther on the other side. They were 
at enmity, and did not speak to 
one another. The mother saw the 
tense situation. How could she 
leave this world with father and 
son unreconciled? 

She beckoned to both father and 
son with her fingers, as she sat 
there propped up on pillows, They 
both stooped down, and in that 
moment she raised up into a sit- 
ting position, placed each arm 
around their necks, and said, “Now 
in my dying moment be reconciled 
over my dead body!” 

The mother fell back on the 
pillows and died immediately. The 
son fell down by the bed and wept, 
and was reconciled to his father. 

So also Jesus Christ reconciled 
man to God in His death upon the 
cross. Justice was satisfied, God’s 
righteousness was vindicated, and 
sinful man can now become fully 
justified by faith in Christ and 
His death. ‘““Therefore being justi- 
fied by faith, we have peace with 


God through our Lord Jesus 
Christ” (Rom. 5:1). 


The love of God also has a 
glorifying power: it can glorify the 
soul eternally that comes to Him 
for salvation. It was the purpose 
of God that sinful man should re- 
pent, believe in Jesus Christ unto 
salvation, receiving eternal glory 
with God in Heaven. 


A young millionaire was eating 
his meals at a cafe in a fine hotel. 
There he saw a fine young lady. 
He was much impressed, and after 
a time invited her to go with him. 
After some time he said, “Look 
here, I’m only a young man and 
you are only eighteen years of 
age. Why don’t you attend col- 
lege, and I'll pay all the ex- 
penses?”’ 

This she cheerfully consented to 
do. He did not tell her he was a 
millionaire. After some years she 
graduated from college and re- 
turned to her home. Very soon 
after the wedding date was set: 
and they were married. After all 
the ceremonies and the reception, 
they drove down the _ boulevard 
and stopped outside of a lovely 
palatial mansion. 

“Why, George, where are you 
taking me?” she asked. 

“This is where I live, and this 
is where you are going to live.” 

It was a complete surprise, and 
she rejoiced in the one who had 
loved her and helped to prepare 
her for such a fine home. 

Do you see the truth of this 
story? Our Lord Jesus Christ, sent 
by God the Father, sought us, 
bought us by His blood, and then 
trained us for Himself. We _ be- 
came engaged to Him by grace, 
and are awaiting the coming mar- 
riage of the Lamb and the Church. 
This is the glorifying process of 
the Church with the Son, our 
Saviour.

“We love him, because he first 
loved us” (I John 4:19). 


2. This Great Salvation Is Also 
From Jesus Christ, the Son of God 


The eleventh chapter of He- 
brews pictures many of the “faith 
heroes.” But Hebrews 12:1, 2 
brings us to the Author of faith 
and the Object of our faith, which 
leads us to God and saves our 
souls. “Wherefore seeing we also 
are compassed about with so great 
a cloud of witnesses, let us lay 
aside every weight, and the SIN 
WHICH DOTH SO EASILY BE- 
SET US, and let us run with pa- 
tience the race that is set before 
us, LOOKING UNTO JESUS the 
author and finisher of our faith; 
who for the joy that was set: be- 
fore him endured the cross, des- 
pising the shame, and is set down 
at the right hand of the throne 
of God.” 

Jesus Christ is the very center 
of the plan of salvation. The cen- 
tral figure of all history is Jesus 
Christ. The very center of God’s 
eternal purpose is m Christ. The 
center of the Bible’s teachings is 
in Christ. The center of all the 
teachings of prophecy is in Christ. 

Therefore it is in Him that we 
must place our faith, our hope and 
all our aspirations must be in Him. 


My Own Personal Testimony 


Many years ago, as. a young 
railroad man, the truth of He- 
brews 12:2 meant my salvation 
through Christ, the object of my 
faith. I had been trained in a 
Christian home, with my father 
as a lay-minister.

Just about this time my godly 
mother came to my room and said, 
“You have prayed and repented 
long enough. It is time for you to 
believe the Lord.” She then quot- 
ed, “LOOKING unto Jesus the 
author and finisher of our faith 

” Just then the Holy Spirit 
used that Word and I said to my- 
self, “Yes, I will allow Jesus to 
begin in me a faith and finish that 
faith.” 


Just then the doubts and fears 
were dispelled like the fog before 
the noonday sun. I was’ born 
again, set free. I became a new 
creature in Christ! Joy and peace 
flooded my soul for I was a child 
of God! The days and months that 
followed were heaven on earth, 
and shortly afterwards I began 
to sense the call of God to the 
Gospel ministry. When I told my 
mother of this, she shed tears and 
said, “God bless you, my boy! I 
gave you to the Lord when you 
were born.” That was the first I 
knew that I had been dedicated to 
God. My mother wanted God Him- 
self to reveal it unto me. 


I came to Jesus as I was, 

Weary and worn and sad; 

I found in Him a resting place, 

And He hath made me glad! 

Surely this text has made his- 
tory in my life and in the lives 
of many souls since that time. 
Jesus Christ, the precious Lamb 
of God, died in my place. He be- 
came my Saviour, Lord, Master, 
Advocate, High Priest, and Com- 
ing King! This is my testimony 
for Him who loved me and bought 
me with His precious blood! To 
Him be glory in the Church world 
without end! 


8. Salvation Is Also the Work of 
The Holy Spirit of God 

The Father, the Son, and the 
Holy Spirit all combine in bringing 
salvation to lost souls. The Holy 
Spirit is the one who regenerates 
the soul and spirit of man, giving 
him a new birth. Jesus said, “Ye 
must be born again... Except 
a man be born again, he’ cannot 
see the kingdom of God. Except 
a man be born of water and of 
the Spirit, he cannot enter into 
the kingdom of God” (John 3:3-7, 
in part). The Holy Spirit brings 
conviction of sin. He causes the 
soul to become restless under the 
guilt of sin. He seeks to bring 
that soul to repentance, to faith 
in Christ, and to-full salvation. 

When I was a student in Chica- 
gO, many years ago, I was asked 
to speak one evening in a little 
mission. I had my sermon prepar- 
ed, at least so I thought. About 
the time of the last song before 
I was to speak, I saw a man stag- 
gering into the room. Just then 
I changed my subject, and gave a 
simple message on, “THE BLOOD 
OF JESUS CHRIST, HIS SON, 
cleanseth us from all sin” (I John 
1:7). The man came forward and 
was wonderfully saved through 
faith and by the blood of Christ. 
I visited the man later on. He 
worked for a laundry company 
as an engineer. 

He told me his story. His wife 
had died, and his children grew 
up and married and he was soon 
left alone. Then he began to drink. 
It was while in a saloon across the 
street from the mission that he 
heard the singing, He said, “It 
felt like an arrow struck my 
heart, and I fairly ran across the 
street into the mission!” The Holy 
Spirit was im the saloon and con- 
victed him of his sin, leading him 
into the mission to hear a simple 
Gospel message that led to his 
conversion to Christ. To God be 
eternal glory! 

The executor of the Godhead is 
the Holy Spirit. He carries out the 
will and wishes of God the Father 
and the Son bringing conviction 
of sin, converting the soul, and 
comforting the souls he has won 
for Christ. He comes to dwell in 
the heart of the believer. Surely 
the Holy Spirit reveals God’s 
grace, God’s love, peace, and joy 
to the seeking soul. He enables 
the soul to trust Christ and His 
finished work upon the cross. 

“And when he is come, he will 
reprove |convict! the world of sin, 
and of righteousness, and of judg- 


ment: Of sin, because they believe

not on me; of righteousness, be- 
cause I go to my Father, and ye 
see me no more; of judgment, be- 
cause the prince of this world is 
judged” (John 16:8-11). 


II, What Does This Great 
Salvation Include? 


This salvation is by grace, 
through faith, based upon the shed 
blood of Jesus Christ. “For by 
grace are ye saved through faith; 
and that not of yourselves: IT IS 
THE GIFT OF GOD” (Eph. 2:8). 
“The wages of sin is death; but 
the GIFT of God is eternal life 
through Jesus Christ our Lord” 
(Rom. 6:23). 


This salvation includes forgive- 
ness for all sin, cleansing from all 
sin through His shed blood. It in- 
cludes justification by faith, where 
the sinner is justified from all 
past sins, and brought into a per- 
fect standing by the power of God, 
He is also positionally sanctified 
by faith in Christ, and by the 
blood of Jesus Christ. “In whom 
we have redemption through His 
blood, the forgiveness of sins, ac- 
cording to the riches of his grace” 
(Eph. 1:7). “That being justified 
by his grace, we should be made 
heirs according to the hope of 
eternal life” (Titus 3:7). “By 
which will we _ are_ sanctified 
through the offering of the body 
of Jesus Christ once for all’’ (Heb, 
10:10). 


This salvation includes joy un- 
speakable, peace, like a river, 
eternal life in Him, inheritance 
among the saints in Heaven for- 
ever. Everything is included from 
the time the Holy Spirit convicts 
of sin until] the time that we shall 


enter the eternal mansions in 
Heaven. “Out of self into Christ, 
into glory.” 


This salvation means the satva= 
tion from all sin—past, present, 
or future—in the life of the be- 
lieving soul. It means full salva- 
tion from the penalty of sin, which 
is death and eternal judgment. 
“Verily, verily, I say unto you, he 
that heareth my word, and be- 
lieveth on him that sent me, hath 
everlasting life, and shall not come 
into condemnation; but is passed 
from death unto life” (John 5:24). 

This salvation brings new life 
to dead souls, new peace to those 
in strife, new joy to those who 
have never known the joy of the 
Lord. This salvation brings new 
hope to the despairing, new power 
to the powerless, new grace to 
the ungracious sinner. This Sal- 
vation brings to the repentant sin- 
ner a new heart and the blessed 
Holy Spirit, enabling him to live 
the Christian life. This salvation 
means that God adopts the saved 
soul into the family of God (Gal. 
4:5). This salvation brings deliver- 
ance from sin, from carnal habits, 
over which God gives victory. This 
salvation is full, free, and forever! 
“The gift of God is eternal life 
through Jesus Christ our Lord’ 
(Rom. 6:23). 


Ill. The Scope of the Great 
Invitation 

Jesus said, “Come unto me, ALL 
YE THAT LABOR AND ARE 
HEAVY LADEN, and I will give 
you rest” (Matt. 11:28). This in- 
cludes all sinners—the profane, 
the self-righteous, the proud,. the 
wicked, and the ungodly. “ALL 
YE that labor and are heavy 
laden,” Jesus, in the parable of the 
great supper; in. Luke 14:16-24, 
shows that the invitation was also 
for “The poor, the maimed, and 
the halt, and the blind.” “I came 
not to call the righteous, but sin- 
ners to repentance” (Luke 5:32). 
Jesus Christ loved and saved some 
of the worst sinners in the day 
of His earthly ministry. He has 
continued to do this, saving the 
worst of sinners among all nation- 


alities. ‘““Where_ sin abounded, 
grace did much more _ abound” 
(Rom. 5:20). 


Yet mankind rejects the great- 
est invitation from the greatest 
Saviour, not realizing the awful 
price of rejection! “Ye will not 
come unto me, that ye might have 
life,’ was one of the saddest com- 
ments of our Lord (John 5:40).

SO GREAT SALVATION?” If we 
neglect “so great salvation” there 
will be no escape. God cannot help 
the sinner who continues to neg- 
lect and to reject salvation. God 
has done all that any infinite Be- 
ing can do to save mankind in 
sending Jesus Christ. The lost and 
guilty sinner should repent of all 
sin and humbly and earnestly ac- 
cept Jesus Christ as a personal 
Saviour. 


And yet so many millions neg- 
lect to heed the Gospel call, or to 
find salvation in Christ. The nég- 
lect of the claims of Jesus Christ 
is in a sense to finally reject Him 
as Saviour. 


There was a cartoon in a certain 

Christian paper showing’ a man 
sitting listlessly in his canoe go- 
ing dowrf toward the water falls. 
Below was written, “What must 
he do to be lost?” “NOTHING!” 
That is all a sinner needs to do 
to be lost—to do NOTHING 
ABOUT IT. Such sinners’ turn 
deaf ears to every Gospel sermon 
and to every convicting plea of the 
Holy Spirit. 
A railroad switchman was ap- 
proached by five different persons 
at the close of a Gospel sermon, 
but to each one he said, ‘No, not 
tonight!” He went to work the 
next morning, and by eleven 
o’clock he lay dying under his 
train. He cried, ‘‘I have missed it! 
I am lost!” 


How can you continue to reject 

Jesus Christ in the face of a lov- 
ing God, and a blessed salvation 
offered to you? Can you continue 
to resist the pleadings of a godly 
pastor, a tender mother, and a lov- 
ing wife? 
God says, “Because I have call- 
ed, and ye refused; I have stretch- 
ed out my hand, and no man re- 
garded; but ye have set at nought 
all my counsel, and would none 
of my reproof; I will also laugh 
at your calamity; I will mock 
when your fear cometh” (Prov. 
1:24-26). 

A captain of a small tug boat 
with his crew was pulling a large 
barge with hundreds of tons of 
sand and gravel. Suddenly the 
mate said, “Captain, our barge has 
sprung a leak, and we are sinking! 
Let us cut loose from the barge!” 

The captain was playing cards 
with another man. “Just a min- 
ute,” he said, “I’m making a play 
now.” 

Again the mate came to the 
Captain to warn him, but he neg- 
lected to do anything about it. 

The mate cried, “Captain, we’re 
nearing the waterline. We must 
cut loose from the steel cable that 
binds us, or we'll all go down!” 

Just then the barge began to go 
down, and also drew the tug boat 
under the water with its crew, 


except one who managed to swim 
to shore. 


The captain’s neglect meant the 
loss of several lives. He could 
have cut loose in time to save all 
the crew and the tug boat. 

Will you cut loose from the sins 
that bind, from the habits that 
are sinking you into eternal Hell? 
Will you cut loose from every

world, the flesh, and the Devil? 

Many hundreds drowned in 1910 
when the large steamship Titanic 
went down in the Atlantic. Many 
of those wife were lost had neg- 
lected salvation all their life. It 
is true that some were singing, 
“Nearer My God to Thee!” For 
some it was true, but for others it 
meant damnation. Becoming pious 
all of a sudden, without sincere 
repentance, does not save anyone. 
You must be sincere in your ac- 
ceptance of Jesus Christ. The ac- 
ceptance of Him should be as 
earnest as your rejection was 
formerly. 


Jesus said, “I am come that 
they might have life, and that 
they might have it more abundant- 
ly” (John 10:10).. “All that the 
Father giveth me shall come to 
me: and him that cometh to me, I 
will in no wise cast out” (John 
6:37).

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Able Through the Holy Spirit

by a glittering crown, while a 
heavy cross is hidden not far a- 
way. The entrance to the narrow 
way is marked by a cross, but 
the crown of life is not far away. 


And so, all through the genera- 
tions, this wily antagonist has 
been seeking to ensnare the chil- 
dren of God. He uses attractive 
euphemisms. He deceives us by 
grand speech. He makes us think 
we are striding out in glorious 
liberty when we are really moving 
in servitude. 


Now, one of the great distinc- 
tions of apostolic life was the 
power to discern and resist the 
insidiousness of the foe. Their 
eyes were anointed with grace, 
and they were able to pierce the 
mere appearance of things and to 
discriminate between the holy and 
the profane. They could distinguish 
mere ease from holy peace, and 
all transient flimsiness from the 
things that abide. And this vigi- 
lance and strength were the equip- 
ment of the Holy Ghost. He 
kept the soul awake and vigorous, 
and they were not taken by sur- 
prise. 


But another apostolic ability is 
expressed in the kindred phrase, 
“able to quench the darts of the 
evil one.’ For sometimes the 
enemy comes to us in sudden 
flame, and not in seductive light. 
He leaps upon us in an irritation 
rather than steals upon us in some 
soothing consolation. Some inflam- 
matory suggestion is flung across 
the threshold of the mind, and our 
life is all ablaze. The fiery dart 
finds congenial material and life 
is consumed with unholy passion. 
A spark from a passing engine 
can kindle a fire which can destroy 
a countryside; and the spark of an 
infernal suggestion, or the merest 
hint of criticism, or some transient 
incident can convert the soul of 
the unwary into a house of un- 
clean fire. 

Now, these early apostles had 
@ power to quench these darts. It 
is a wonderful equipment to be 
kept so cool and quiet in disposi- 
tion that when the inflammatory 
thing is thrown it finds nothing 
congenial and speedily dies out. 
This is the ministry of the Com- 
forter. 


Breathe through the pulses of de- 
sire 
Thy coolness and thy balm. 


And this “cooling” is the blessed 
service which the Holy One ful- 
fills in the souls who entertain 
Him as their guest. 

But there is still a third kind 
of power distinguished in apostolic 
life in relation to the evil one. It is 
“mighty. through God to the pull- 
ing down of strongholds” (II Cor. 
10:4). Every generation is face to 


‘face with established devilry. Cas- 


tellated wrong rears itelf on every 
side. There are great vested in- 
terests built upon iniquity. Vice 
lifts itself in very proud men. 
Wickedness builds itself a lofty 
palace. Injustice girds itself with 
legality. Mischief is formed by a 
law. There are strongholds of in- 
iquity. Every great reformer has 
levelled his attack upon a strong- 
hold. There were many in the days 
of the early Church, and a great 
many still remain; and our pow- 
er of assault, definite in aim and 
invincible in attack, is to be found 
in the indwelling and fellowship 
of that mighty Advocate who is 
Himself also the Minister of. our 
peace. 


Power Toward Men for 
Witnessing 
There is a third great relation- 
ship in which the New Testament 
describes the power of those who 
are in communion with the Holy 


Ghost, and that is their power in 
their relationship to the children 
of men. Our text says, after the 
coming of the Holy Ghost “ye shall 
be witnesses unto me...” (Acts 
1:8). “With great power gave the 
apostles witness,” we are told 
(Acts 4:33). That is an ability 
which distinguished the _ early 
Church, the power to arrest the 
indifferent by the proclamation of 
spiritual truth, and by the con- 
fession of spiritual experience. 
Their words were weighted with 
the significance which crashed 
through opposition. 


How empty our words can be! 
The Turks have been deceived in- 
to using empty cartridges, and the 
ministers of the kingdom are of- 
ten victims of a like deception. We 
indulge in empty words, and the 
men on the strongholds laugh at 
our impotence. There is nothing 
more tragical than the employ- 
ment of forceless speech. But 
when there is life in the word, 
how tremendous is its passage! 
“The words that I speak unto you, 
they are spirit and they are life.’ 
They do not drop like dead lead, 
or like dead feathers; they go forth 
like living ministers endowed with 
the terrific life of God. The Holy 
Spirit is the indwelling Partner 
who fills our cartridges, who en- 
dows our speech, and makes our 
words the very vehicles of heaven- 
ly power and grace. 


Wing my words that they may 
reach 

The hidden depths of many a 
heart. 


We May Have Also God-Given 
Power to Comfort 

There is one other power which 
I should like to name, which is 
mentioned in the apostolic record: 
“Able to comfort.” “That we may 
be able to comfort them which 
are in any trouble” (II Cor. 1:4). 
Is there any gift more gracious 
than this—to have a wallet filled 
with oil and wine, that when we 
meet the bruised and the fainting 
we can minister healing and in- 
Spiration? Is there any more 
beautiful ministry to which any 
child of man can be called? To be 
able to speak words that console, 
to have a presence that heartens 
and cheers, to give a witness that 
lifts the despondent into the light 
of hope—this may be the privilege 
of all the friends of Christ Jesus. 
They may have a ministry in time 
of sorrow like that of sunlight 
falling upon dark clouds. They 
may go down the gloomy ways of 
men, lighting lamps of encourage- 
ment and hope. “‘Able to comfort!” 
They have the power to apprehend 
the ailment and the sorrow, and 
they have the equipment to soothe 
and to bless. “Ye shall receive 
such power when the Holy Ghost 
is come upon you.” 

I feel that all this is only as a 
little handful of the abilities men- 
tioned in the Word of God as dis- 
tinguishing those who are the com- 
panions of the Holy Ghost. I re- 
turn to the word with which. I 
began. Spiritual power, as given 
to us by God, is executive power, 
lying behind all our faculties and 
dispositions. It is a fundamental 
dynamic, and in it everything finds 
its strength. Here, therefore, we 
must place the emphasis in our 
quest of a stronger life. We must 
seek the communion of the Holy 
Ghost. This is the originating fel- 
lowship in which vision is_ born, 
and ideals are realized, and in 
which the soul is adorned with the 
grace of our Lord and Saviour 
Jesus Christ,

matters. Fathers are commanded 
to diligently teach their children 
the Word of God (Deut. 6:7). 
Fathers are also commanded to 
bring children up “in the nurture 
and admonition of the Lord” (Eph. 
6:4). If children are to be taught 
the Word of God, taught to pray, 
taught to live holy lives, and 
taught to put their trust in Christ 
as Saviour, then surely there 
ought to be regular worship in the 
home.. There ought to be Bible 
reading and prayer and exhorta- 
tion and singing in the home. And 
much of this should be at regular 
times and under the supervision of 
the father and mother of the 
home. How happy is the home that 
has regular daily family worship! 


I, Examples of Family Re- 
ligion and Worship in 
the Bible 


Noah, a preacher of righteous- 
ness, preached 120 years without 
any converts except his own wife, 
his three sons, Shem, Ham _ and 
Japheth, and their three wives! 
There was one man whose religion 
was good at home! And _ there 
must have been family worship to 
augment and strengthen the mes- 
sage which Noah gave in public, 
else his own family would probab- 
ly have been as unbelieving as 
were the rest of his hearers. In 
Genesis 7:1 we are told, “And the 
Lord said unto Noah, Come thou 
and all thy house into the ark; for 
thee have I seen righteous before 
me in this generation.” It was 
one little family of God-fearers 
who went into the ark before God 
closed the door! It seems certain 
to me that they thanked God for 
their deliverance as they rode out 
the storm in the great ark. It 
seems certain that they must have 
had some fearful moments in 
which they, together, prayed and 
committed themselves to the mer- 
cy of the God they loved and 
served. When they went out of the 
ark after the flood, Noah builded 
an altar unto the Lord (Gen. 
8:20). I am sure that the little 
family gathered around in meekest 
devotion while Noah offered the 
sacrifice and perhaps prayed. And 
when God _ blessed Noah, He 
blessed his sons also, commanding 
them to “‘be fruitful, and multiply, 
and replenish the earth” (Gen. 
9:1). It was family religion which 
Noah and his wife and sons and 
daughters-in-law had. Each one 
surely trusted in the coming Sav- 
iour for himself or herself, but 
they must have united in their 
worship and teaching and prayers. 

When the Lord appeared to 
Abraharh to repeat His promise of 
a son who was to be called Isaac, 
the Lord said to Abraham, ‘“‘Where 
is Sarah thy wife?” And to the 
two of them God made the blessed 
promise (Gen. 18:9-15). It is not 
hard to believe that with all of 
Abraham’s altar-rearing and sacri- 
fice-making Sarah was in hearti- 
est agreement and that she joined 
him in holy conversation about 
God and in prayer and in faith in 
the promises of God. “ie 

Read how Jacob and his family 
had worship together. 

“And God said unto Jacob, Arise, 
go up to Bethel, and dwell there: 
and make there an altar unto God, 
that appeared unto thee when 
thou fleddest from the face of 
Esau thy brother. Then Jacob 
said unto his household, and to 
all that were with him, Put away 
the strange gods that are among 
you, and be clean, and change 
your garments: And let us arise, 
and go up to Bethel; and I will 
make there an altar unto God, who 
answered me in the day of my dis- 
tress, and was with me in the way 
which I went.”—-Gen. 35:1-3. 

They brought their strange idols 
to Jacob and he buried them un- 
der an oak. They all went to 
Bethel and there Jacob built an 
altar and called upon the name of 
the Lord, with his family gathered 
around. ‘There was no one there 
but Jacob and his own family and 
servants. It was reaily family 
worship. Jacob often talked about 
God to his sons. You cannot read 
his dying blessing on his twelve 
sons without realizing that wor- 
ship and praise and faith were 
family matters with Jacob and his 
sons. 

Joshua, the great general who 
led the armies of Israel into the 
land of Canaan after the death of 
Moses, was a most devout man of 
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God. He, too, had the worship of 
God in his home, and his whole 
family was led by this godly man 
to serve the Lord. In Joshua 24: 
15 he said to other men of the 
tribes of Israel, “And if it seem 
evil unto you to serve the Lord, 
choose you this day whom ye will 
serve... but as for me and my 
house, we will serve the Lord.”’ 
Not only would Joshua serve the 
Lord, not only would he pray and 
learn the commandments of God, 
but his family, his whole house- 
hold, should serve the Lord too, 
Joshua promised. Such a family 
religion necessarily involves Chris- 
tian teaching and some family 
worship. 


If we had come one dark night 
about A.D. 53 to the town of Phil- 
ippi in Macedonia, and could have 
peeped into a certain home hard 
by the jail, after the midnight 
hour, we should have seen a 
strange scene. Here was preach- 
ing of the word, here were tender 
exhortations, Here was a real re- 
vival scene. Paul and Silas were 


preaching the Word with only one 


family as hearers. First, the fa- 
ther, the burly jailer, was convert- 
ed, and then his wife and children 
and servants. And then after they 
adjourned to some pool for a family 
baptizing, they had a meal to take 
the place of the supper that Paul 
and Silas*had missed in jail; and 
the family, now all converted, sat 
about the table rejoicing. Acts 
16:33-34 says, “And he took them 
the same hour of the night, and 
washed their stripes; and was 
baptized, he and all his, straight- 
way. And when he had brought 
them into his house, he set meat 
before them, and rejoiced, believ- 
ing in God with all his house.” 
That, I say, was family worship, 
a family scene. And do not believe 
that Paul and Silas had all the 
leadership in it. It seems evident 
that the jailer himself, after trust- 
ing in Christ, led his family also 
to follow his footsteps. What joy 
he had when they all, like himself, 
were trusting in the Saviour and 
happy in the forgiveness of their 
sins! I have no doubt that the 
same kind of a scene was repeated 
many, many times, even. when 
Paul and Silas had gone on their 
way. You see, the Christian reli- 
gion, is a family matter. I do not 
mean that people are saved. by 
families. But God intends that 
fathers and mothers. shall win 
their own «children, shall teach 
their children, shall worship with 
their children. Worship in a home 
is normal Christianity. 


In fact, the New Testament 
churches seem to have first gath- 


ered in homes, and the family was 
the first congregation in many 
cities. There were no regularly 


prepared church buildings at first. 
The apostles preached in_- syna- 
rogues until they were cast out by 
the unbelieving Jews, and _ then 
they preached in open streets, by 
the riverside, and particularly in 
private homes. Acts 18:7. tells 
us how Paul, when opposed by the 
Jews in the synagogue at Corinth, 
‘departed thence, and entered in- 
to a certain man’s house, named 
Justus, one that worshipped God, 
whose house joined hard to the 
synagogue.” There he preached, 
and Crispus himself, the chief rul- 
er of the synagogue, attended these 
services in the home next door, 
and was converted along with 
many other Corinthians. 


So many churches met in pri- 
vate homes that three times such 
churches are mentioned by the 
apostle Paul in his epistles. In I 
Corinthians 16:19 Paul says, 
“Aquila and Priscilla salute you 
much in the Lord, with the church 
that is in their house.” In Colos- 
sians 4:15 Paul said, “Salute the 
brethren which are in Laodicea, 
and Nymphas, and the church 
which is in his house.” And writ- 
ing unto Philemon, Paul sends 
greetings to “our beloved Apphia, 
and Archippus our fellowsoldier, 
and to the church in thy house” 
(Philem. 2). 


“The church in thy house”! What 
a simple picture of worship in a 
home! It seems likely that in each 
of these cases Paul or one of the 
other preachers had come, had 
won the husband and father to 
Christ and then the family, and 
there the preacher stayed, preach- 
ing every day and teaching the 
family and others that would drop 
in. And soon a regular congrega- 
tion gathered in the patio, or in 
the living room, or perhaps in the 
cool of the day upon the broad, 
flat housetop. Do you have a 
church at your house? My own 
heart is searched with tender 
feeling as I meditate on the fact 
that God intends me to have a 
church in my own home! Some- 
times neighbors will be there to 
hear the Word of God and to join 
in prayer. But always I have my 
own family for which I am _ ac- 
countable to God. And we must 
have worship in the home. 


II, Some Essentials of Ade- 
quate Family Worship 


Many fine families have a hur- 
ried but devout word of thanks be- 
fore each meal that the family 
eats together. That is good, but 
that is not enough. Godly moth- 
ers or fathers often pray with 
their children before they go to 
bed. That is precious, and I can- 
not believe that any child will ever 
have any memory sweeter than 
praying with mother or with dad 
before being tucked in for the 
night. But still I believe that is 
not enough. Let me suggest some 
of the necessary elements, as I 
see them, to a successful and a 
proper family worship. 

1. The whole family should wor- 
ship together. For mother to pray 
with her children is not enough, 
For a husband and wife to have 
their prayer at bedtime, just those 
two alone, is very sweet; but that 
does not fill the need. Surely the 
whole family should be together 
in worship and should take part. 
They should unite their prayers. 
Each should contribute his part 
toward the success of family wor- 
ship, and should obtain his part of 
the blessing that comes from unit- 
ed prayer and praise and hearing 
of the Word of God. If there is a 
reason for the family eating to- 
gether (and there certainly is a 
very good reason for it), then 
there is reason for the family to 
worship together. If there is a 
reason for the family to be to- 
gether at Christmas or Thanksgiv- 
ing, there is reason for the family 
to gather regularly for family wor- 
ship. The family is a unit before 
God. The father is to take a par- 
ticular responsibility for his whole 
household. They ought to have 
worship together. Even in_ the

homes where the father works at 
odd hours or where different mem- 
bers of the family work at differ- 
ent hours, and where it is diffi- 
cult to have meals together, yet 
some plan should be worked out 
so that the whole family can have 
worship together regularly. 


‘2. All in the family should take 
part. It is fine for a father to lead 
in prayer, or for a father or moth- 
er to read the Scriptures. But 
some plan should be worked out 
so that each member of the family 
may take part in the worship dai- 
ly. Even if there is a little baby, 
if he is old enough to talk, he 
should be taught to memorize 
some little verses, or he should be 
taught a simple sentence of pray- 
er. And the baby should be pres- 
ent in the family circle and taught 
to listen with reverence. He should 
learn to bow his head when others 
pray. That is not hard for the lit- 
} tle one to learn, and it will make a 
profound impression upon his life. 
Then as soon as he is able to read, 
he should take part in the read- 
ing of the Scriptures. Let all take 
part in family worship. One of 
the most serious drawbacks to the 
family worship of many pioneer 
homes was that the children of the 
family endured, but did not enjoy 
and did not participate in, the 
worship. Many a father, devout 
and sincere, has taught his family 
to kneel while he prayed. That was 
good, but how much better it 
would have been if each of the 
children had had part in the read- 
ing and had had part in the pray- 
ing, and perhaps in singing. But 
every member of the family should 
worship. Every member of the 
family should feel that it is his 
duty to be present and to take 
part. 


3. Family worship should cer- 
tainly include the reading of the 
Bible. Personally, I like best the 
reading of the Word of God chap- 
ter by chapter. Many families have 
a custom of reading one . page 
from a devotional book, like 
Streams in the Desert by Mrs. 
Cowman, or Morning and Evening, 
by C. H. Spurgeon. These are 
rich and blessed, and I _ believe 
| their comments are very helpful. 
But I do not think that one verse 
of Scripture is enough for a time 
of worship. There ought to be 
enough Scripture given and care- 
fully attended to, to bless the 
whole day and to teach something 
of the will of God and of His deal- 
ings with His: people. Many thou- 
sands of families have been blessed 
by the book of selected Scriptures 
called Daily Light. It is very fine. 
But, however good these Scripture 
verses may be, I believe that there 
is a greater value in using Scrip- 
tures consecutively, in their order. 
Children ought to read Scriptures 
and be able to find them in the 
‘Bible. They ought to find what 
God is talking about in the con- 
text. There is great virtue in us- 
ing the Word of God in its own 
proper order, and with the context 
and connotation that God has giv- 
en to it. I do not believe that 
F}any way is as good as having the 
Bible itself, and reading from the 
Bible. 

Many homes have a very simple 
and delightful but not a very pro- 
found way of having family wor- 
ship. With a little box of cards, 
each one containing a Scripture 
promise, each person _ present 
draws at random aé ecard and 
reads the verse of Scripture there- 
upon. God is merciful and often 
makes such promises a great bless- 
ing to those who read. But again 
I do not feel that this haphazard 
and accidental way of getting a 
few selected Scripture texts is as 
valuable as setting out to read the 
whole Word of God and absorb 
it and learn it and love it, in the 
family worship period. Use the 
Scripture, use it honestly, have 


worship. 

4. Certainly the family worship 
should include prayer. I think 
that all those in the home who are 
Christians ought to pray. Little 
children ought to learn to pray in 
the presence of their fathers and 
mothers, and in the presence of 
their brothers and sisters. It ought 
not to be flamboyant nor artifi- 
cial, But in simple .words, chil- 
dren should be taught to call on 
God for what their hearts desire 
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comes, 


everybody read it in the family 


and guidance; When company 
the children’s prayers 
should not be shown off as if it 
were some play or some exhibition 
of mental brilliance. But each one 
should have a simple part in the 
worship when the time for prayer 
comes. 


I believe that the little children, 
even before they are converted, 
ought to be taught to pray. I know 
that when I was a very small boy 
I learned to pray, 


“(Now I lay me down to sleep, 
I pray the Lérd my soul to 
keep. 
If I should die before I wake, 
I pray the Lord my soul to 
take.”’ 


Even before I was conscious that 
I was a sinner, my heart- was 
turned to love God and trust Him 
and to ask for His daily care. I 
remember when I was in the first 
and second grades in school I was 
taught to bow my head upon my 
desk and sing a little prayer of 
praise, 

“Father, we thank Thee for the 

night, 
And for the precious morning 
light.” 

I believe that my heart prayed 
and gave thanks in those times of 
prayer and praise, in those simple 
words. I believe it had a pro- 
found influence upon my heart’s 
attitude toward God. Little chil- 
dren can be taught the Lord’s 
Prayer, and can be taught. other 
simple prayers, and the matter 
can be discussed until the words 
may become their own sentiments 
and their own simple petition, very 
dear and sweet to our Father in 
Heaven, no doubt. 

After a child has reached the 
age of accountability and becomes 
an open rebel against God, after 
he has been taught the way of 
Salvation and earnestly entreated 
to trust Christ and will not do it, 
I do not see how he can pray an 
acceptable prayer, unless he prays 
for mercy and forgiveness. In 
such matters, of course, sincerity 
must always prevail. We are not 
to teach children that they are the 
children of God until they have 
been converted. We are not to let 
them think that the 
forms and ceremonies of religion 
are enough when the heart has not 
come to know and trust Jesus 
Christ. I know that prayers out 
of false lips are an abomination to 
God: But at the same time I feel 
that in every godly home where 
children are reared as they ought 
to be reared, they can be taught 
to love and trust the Saviour while 
very, very young, and that there 
need not be any very long period 
after a child becomes conscious of 
his sins until he comes to deliber- 
ately and lovingly surrender him- 
self to Christ and trust our Sav- 
iour for the forgiveness of his sins 
and the saving of his soul. 
say, teach the little children to 
pray and have all those at the 
family worship join in prayer, in 
a suitable manner, if they can do 
so honestly. 


5. Family worship should be

daily. The blessings of God come 
every day. Why would any family 
be content to thank Him together 
as a body less than once a day? 
The strength that we receive from 
the study of God’s Word is certain- 
ly needed every day. The family is 
together every day about other 
matters in any normal home, Why, 
then, should there not be a special 
season Of worship, as a family, 
held every day? 


God has divided our time into 
day units. The body is so consti- 
tuted as to need one period of 
rest in each twenty-four hours. 
The Saviour commanded us _ to 
pray daily for our daily bread. 
Daily we are to forgive our ene- 
mies, and we are never to let the 
sun go down on our wrath (Eph. 
4:26). Once a day men make a 
new start at labor. Every day good 
Christians must make a new dedi- 
cation of themselves to God and 
call on God for new strength for 
the day, new forgiveness for sins, 
new help in temptations. And 
thus it is normal and right that a 
family should meet daily for wor- 
ship. 

6. Family worship should be 
early in the day. The Lord says, 
“Those that seek me early shall 
find me” (Prov. 8:17). We are 
told of Jesus that, “in the morn- 
ing, rising up a great while before 
day, he went out, and departed in- 
to a solitary place, and _ there 
prayed” (Mark 1:35). The Lord 
Jesus prayed in the early morning. 
Saints down through the ages 
have found the early morning 
prayer watch an_ indispensable 
part of a happy and useful day. 
The family is at its freshest and 
best in the early morning. Each 
one will have burdens and cares 
enough. Each one will be drawn 
away by his or her diverse in- 
terests. Surely the Lord who

wants people to seek Him early 
would be pleased to have a special 
season of worship set aside in each 
family early in the day where that 
is possible. 

7. The mealtime is probably best 
for the worship period. First Tim- 
othy 4:4-5 says that “every crea- 
ture of God is good, and nothing 
to be refused, if it be received with 
thanksgiving: For it is sanctified 
by the word of God and prayer.” 
That indicates that every meal 
ought to have prayer. It also 
hints, at least, that the Word of 
God should be used at mealtime. 


At any rate, the average family 
will find it easier to get together 
at a mealtime than at other times. 
And the whole meal itself is sane- 
tified and the family life is better 
knit together, if the worship can 
be put in connection with one of 
the meals of the day, and prefer- 
ably the early meal, the breakfast. 
It seems to me that after break- 


fast is the ideal time, in most 
homes. 
III. Our Plan for Family 
Worship 


It may be helpful if I give here 
the plan for family worship which 
we have used in our home _ for 
many years. Others may have 
plans better fitted to their needs, 
but many young couples, I am 
sure, and perhaps some _ families 
long established, may find here 
suggestions as to the best way to 
have a happy and blessed family 
worship period every day. 

When Mrs. Rice and I were first 
married, we read the Bible and 
had prayer together at bedtime. 
That was sweet, and I suppose I 
inherited that thought of family 
worship at bedtime from my own 
childhood. Yet there were a good 
many objections to that time. In 
the first place, the day was al- 
ready done, and there was very 
little reason to ask God’s blessing 
on the day when it had already 
been spent without calling upon 
Him. There could be confessions 
of sin, and making requests for the 
morrow, but at the tag end of the 
day is not the best time to invoke 
the blessing of God upon the day’s 
labors and ask Him to fill the 
heart and mind with His goodness 
and lead one by His Spirit. Then 
as God gave the little children to 
us, we soon found that bedtime 
was sleep time. It was hard to 
keep little eyes open and little 
minds attentive. I was often out 
Jate preaching, and if the family 
was with me it was late to try to 
get the peace and calm and the 
happy attention which is needful 
for the best worship and for learn- 
ing the Word of God. And if I 
came in alone, the little ones were 
already in bed and asleep. So 
obviously, some other plan had to 
be found if our family was to have 
a happy period of worship _to- 
gether. 

After some experiments, we 
found that the breakfast time was 
for us the best time. We tried hav- 
ing family worship before break- 
fast. But that would not do if 
every member of the family were 
to take part in the worship. No 
one could be cooking the hotcakes 
or poaching the eggs or making 
the cocoa while we had worship. 
And then after gathering at the 
table for our Bible reading and 
prayer, the rest of us would have 
to wait while part of the family 
got breakfast ready. That was 
not an economical use of time, 
nor was it happy. And it inter- 
fered in the preparation of break- 
fast. So we came to the custom 
of having family worship immedi- 
ately after breakfast. 

Now Bibles are at hand, one for 
every member of the family, and 
when the breakfast meal is over, 
all sit at their places, ready for 
the worship. Each one has a Bi- 
ble of his own, and we reverently 
open our Bibles and look on, I 
start the reading of the Scriptures, 
reading two verses. Then the 
girl on my left reads two verses, 
and so on all around the table, 
and around the second time and 
third time, if necessary. We 
usually read an entire chapter at 
the sitting. If we are reading in 
the Psalms, we read two or three 
Psalms usually, because they are 
shorter. 

We found the best place to start 
was in the New Testament. So we 
read through Matthew, a chapter 


each morning, arétind and around 
the table, each one reading two 
verses as his or her turn came. The 
next morning we would read the 
next chapter. And so we went 
through the New Testament. Then 
we began in the Old Testament. 
We have read through the New 
Testament perhaps fifteen times 
and through most of the Old 
Testament perhaps ten times, Eze- 
kiel we have read less frequently 
than some of the other books. We 
have read the Psalms more often 
than other Old Testament books. 
Genesis we find is fascinating to 
the children and easily understood. 
The gospels are always rich, even 
to the smallest children. And a 
little comment and explanation 
make the epistles both interest- 
ing and wonderfully helpful. 


It has always been a big event 
in our family when a child learn- 
ed to read and so could take part 
in the reading of the Word. Joy, 
who is eight the week this was 
first written, has been reading for 
several months and over only a 
few of the largest and hardest 
words did she stumble. Incidental- 
ly, I think the family worship per- 
iod is one of the strongest reasons 
why my children love to read and 
read well and intelligently and 
read mature and helpful books. At 
first we would pick out an easy 
verse for “the baby” (we have 
had a baby at our house so much 
of the time for the last twenty- 
three years!). Before the baby 
could read, in each case, we have 
taken time at the morning wor- 
ship period to teach part of a 
verse of Scripture or to review one 
that the child had learned before. 
We feel that even a little child 
needs to take part in the family 
worship. 

Sometimes I say, “Elizabeth, 
what do you’ think verse = 23 
means?” Or sometimes I Say, 
‘Suppose each of us pick out the 
verse we like the best in this 
chapter.” Sometimes before our 
season of prayer, we ask anyone 
in the family to mention what she 
thinks we ought to pray for. Some- 
times we sing a chorus or two. 
Sometimes we have each one name 
one thing for which we ought to 
be especially thankful. And then 
we have our prayer. 

At the head of the table, when 

I am at home, I lead in prayer 
first. Then each one around the 
table in order leads in prayer. And 
then when all the rest have pray- 
ed. I pray again, asking God's 
blessing on us for the day. What 
a sweet and blessed time we have 
in this family worship together! 
I believe that this plan or some 
modification of it will prove won- 
derfully rich and sweet to every 
home that can use it. 

Sometimes it may be that the 
family can be together only at 
noon, or at night. But usually 
morning is better than evening, 
and almost always it is easier to 
get the family together at meal- 
time than at other times. 


IV. Some Problems of Family 
Worship 


Do not think that it will be easy 
to maintain daily family worship. 
For that matter it is hard enough, 
in a modern family, an urban fam- 
ily with diverse interests, jobs, 
friends, and amusements, to get 
people. together even for meals. 
Yet it is important to get people 
together for meals. Much of the 
happiness of a home is lost when 


‘the family does not meet together 


frequently as a unit. And it is 
more important that the family 
meet together for worship than for 
meals, 

Yet Satan will make a special 
attempt to break down the family 
altar and stop the daily season of 
worship in the home. Those who 
set out to have family worship 
should know ahead of time that 
it will take earnest thought and 
care and that there will be ob- 
stacles to overcome. But anyone 
who tries to please the Lord and 
looks to Him humbly for help, can 
find the help he needs. Those who 
want to have a family altar will 
find some way and some time 
when the family can be assembled 
for the family worship, I believe. 
One mother told me last night 
that it had seemed so difficult to 
have family worship, but she was 
determined to do it. So now part 
of the family has worship at one 
time, and part at another, and 
she said with delight, “And now 
I get in on the worship at both 
times!” Where there are unusual 


hours of labor, a special problem 


is —involved;--but-- God will help 
Christians to make the home wor- 


iship regular and helpful if the 


father and mother are determined 
and resourceful and faithful. 


I think the head of the home 
must lead out in family worship. 
No family worship is the success 
that it ought to be if the husband 
and father is only a noncommittal 
spectator. God intends that a fa- 
ther should lead his family. Each 
father, however timidly, should 
take an active part in the family 
worship and be responsible for it, 


in some sense. He may feel that, 


he must rush off to his work. He 
had better remember that any 
child he has is worth more than 
his job, worth more than his busi- 
ness. He had better remember that 
the eternal welfare of one of 
these little ones committed to him 
is worth more than all the money 
he will make, and that he should 
value the family worship above 
any ordinary duty in life. 

The wife and mother in the 
home has a serious obligation in 
regard to the family. worship. She 
is responsible for the daily house- 
keeping program. Necessarily, if 
her meals are not on schedule, or 
if she allows other things to in- 
terfere so that there is not suf- 
ficient time for the worship before 
the children go to school or be- 
fore the husband must leave for 
his work, the family worship per- 
iod cannot be a success. It is of 
great importance, then, that she 
does her part by having everybody 
up on time, having the children’s 
faces washed, having the meal pre- 
pared and out of the way in time, 
if the worship period follows a 
meal. 

Schools are very exacting. In 
some matters certainly they ought 
to be. Promptness must be requir- 
ed of pupils. But every home must 
decide that the family worship is 
fully as important as being at 
school on time. In our own home 
occasionally my daughters were 
late getting down to breakfast, or 
others were late in their tasks 
about the home, or the meal was 
not on time, and so the young 
people were impatient and fearful 
that they would be late to school. 
Sometimes a girl would say, “But 
I just must press my dress before 
I go to school,” or “If I don’t get 
that theme ready today, I will lose 


insisted firmly, “Family worship 
is more important than _ school, 
more important than your job or 


ten per cent of my grade.” But I} 


your pleasure. We will take plenty 
of time for family worship, time 
for the Word of Gcd, time for 
prayer. Then if you want to be at 
school on time F: 
sure that you* get other things 
out of the’ way so you can be 
ready for family worship on time.” 
If you plan to serve God, you must 
put God first. God will not have 
the second best. The family altar 
that becomes secondary to. the 
other interests of the father or 
mother or children will not last 
long but will be abandoned. So put 
the family altar early in the day, 
set aside plenty of time for it, and 
insist on giving it the place of 
honor in the day’s schedule. And 
then how sweet and precious is 
the meeting around the Book of 
God and the meeting of the hearts 
of a family in prayer and praise! 
Someone must see that the 
Bibles are ready, placed conven- 
iently at hand, perhaps on the 
buffet, or on the dining table. The 
worship period should not be too 
long, not long enough to become 
a tiresome bore. It should not be 
long enough to lose the interest 
and attention. But if it be given 
its proper place of importance and 
if people come to it with earnest, 
prayerful. hearts, determined to 
make it a blessing, there will be 
time every day for at least a 
chapter of God’s Word and for a 
complete circle of prayer on all 
ordinary occasions. 


I am an evangelist. That means 
that most of the days of the year 
I am away from home. Then my 
good wife has to lead out in the 
family worship. My daughters. of- 
ten have to read their Bibles and 
pray without me. I thank God 
that each morning I can feel that 
they are praying, “God bless Daddy 
today. Help him to win souls.” 
When I am away from home, I 
often read the same chapter for 
my own devotion as the family is 
reading at home. And always there 
is a tug indescribable, a longing 
to be there with my loved ones 
gathered around the _ breakfast 
table with the Word of God and 
prayer. 

Do you know the meaning of 
that familiar song, “Home, Sweet 
Home’? Do you ever say to your- 
self as did John Howard Payne, 


“’Mid pleasures and palaces, 
though we may roam, 

Be it ever so humble, there’s 
no place like home! 

A charm from the skies seems to 


omorrow, just be} 


hallow. us there, 
ne’er met with elsewhere’? 


If you know what it is to have 
a family altar; if you know what 
it is to have united prayers of 
the family rise up to God every 
day; if you know what it is to join 
in the singing of sweet songs and 
hymns and spiritual songs with 
your own family; if you know 
what it is to study the Word of 
God and let the sweet Holy Spirit 
guide the hearts of all the family 
together in praise and prayer and 
holy resolution, then you will be 
able to sing from the heart the old 
song, “Home, Sweet Home.” For 
any home is sweet where God 
dwells. Wherever there is true 
worship, there must be love and 
fellowship and understanding and 
a daily benediction from God.
